Citing military power, economic 
power and communistic propa¬ 
ganda as the three basic reasons 
why Russia is feared by other na¬ 
tions, Kirby Page, internationally 
known speaker, lectured at the 
Woman’s club on Saturday night 
on the subject, “The Two Most 
.Feared Nations—U. S. S. R. and 
U. S. A." Sponsoring the lecture 
were the Business and Professional 
Women's club and the American 
Association ot' University women. 

Mr. Page opened his address by 
declaring there was no doubt in 
his mind that other nations of the 
world had a great fear of Russia 
and the United States, a fact he 
found confirmed In his travels 
throughout the world. 

Enlarging upon the thre<* trea¬ 
sons why lie believes Russia is 
feared, he said Russia has a stron- l 
gor and larger land fighting force ■' 
than any other European country, 
except Franco, anil mo doubt could 
and would repel any Invasion, but 
when It earnr? to going outside oC 
the country, Russia would not have 
the power, will or intent to do eo. 
Discusses 5-Year Plan. 

He spoke of the five-year plan in 
connetcion with the economic 
power of the soviets. It was de¬ 
scribed as the industrialization of 
the country, with the output plan¬ 
ned in advance; The results, so 
far, are going upward in compari¬ 
son with the previous standards 
in Russia, although it can not com¬ 
pare with the industrialization of 
other countries, according to Mr. 
Page. He does not believe the out¬ 
put of manufactured articles will 
be a menace to trade because the 
quality is still inferior, and as far 
as wheat s concerned, lie believes 
eventually Russjgpwiil raise enough 
wheat to dominate the wheat mar¬ 
ket. "Is it a menaceV* he usked, 
declaring that wliilo there are peo¬ 
ple hungry, if it is a menace then* 
is something wrong with the pro¬ 
duction and distribution system 
throughout the world. 

The third feared Russian influx 
enee, communistic propaganda was 
next discussed by the noted author. 

He quoted statistics to prove the 
small proportion of communists in 
this country as shown by the vote. 

He discussed methods he believed 
would be effective in combating 
communism here. Including giving 
the communists free speech, say¬ 
ing "an Idea is loss dangerous in 
the open than it is when driven 
underground."

FULLY PREPARED OFFENSIVE PLAN OF THE JAPANESE ARMY WITHOUT THE PROVOCATION

WITH FLOOD DISASTER AND THE WORLD IS PREOCCUPIED. THE JAPANESE TROOPS HAVE
